Novelty rNH, Inventive Step CIS\ Claims 1 and 2 

None of the citations alone, or in combination, disclose all of the features of either of the claims. 

In particular, the combination of parallel cuts in the indicator (that curve inwardly at their ends) and parallel 
cuts, with a lower cut, in the rectangular body (to form a hooking tab) were not found in any of the citations. 

Citations 1-3 all disclose parallel cuts in an indicator, but none of them disclose the cuts curving inwardly at 
their ends. Citations 4 and 5 disclose the hooking tab, for restraining the bookmark at the top of a page, and 
citation 5 even shows (at fig 8) that the tab cuts curve inwardly (as defined in instant claim 2). 

The reason that it is not considered obvious to combine the two sets of documents, or even make use of the 
common general knowledge that a curve on the end of a cut is commonly used to arrest any continued growth of 
a cut, is that the inward curve of the cuts in* the instant claims is intended to form bearing surfaces, rather than 
arrest extension of the cuts. This fact, and the lack of citations including all features, leads me to the concliision 
that the claims are both novel and inventive. 
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
